The William and Mary collegians had a fast and clever passing 
game, but were not as accurate in caging baskets as the G. \V. men were. 
John Loehler, of football fame, was easily the star of the game, as he 
caged nine baskets from the floor. Capt. Boteler and Daily very efl'cc- 1 
tively guarded the opposing forwards.
